the scheme it is unnecessary to enter, as the pro- | 

posal was rejected. Undeterred, however, by 
this rebuff, the “Board again approached Go- 
verninent with the proposal shaped in a differ- 
ent fashion, viz, that a’ percentage of the rates 
and premia on land ‘sales should be set aside 
annually for purposes identical with the objects 
of the Trust.)

The Board:got everything they asked 
for, except an assistant Medical Officer of 
Health, and considering the increase pranted 
only the year before, when 4 Chil Inepectar of 
nuisances was Bl rare he thought the Gov- 
ernment was right in waiting to see what the 
Board could do with the increased staff before 
anything further was done. In fact he did not 
mind telling the Board that when he had the 
honour of acting as Colonial Secretary such 
was his own advice. ‘Then, the Board, in reply 
to the letter asking what sanitary inprovements; 
they had to recommend, asked for more urinals 
and more latrines, This year four latrines had 
been built and more were provided for in next 
year’s estimates, The Board. asked for more 
water, and there was being inserted in next 
year’s estimates asmall” item of $140,000 for 
that purpase, and a special engineer was being 
‘sent from England to carry out the work. The 
only item the Board did not get was their old 
and well-worn friend the refuse-destructor, and, 
as he had said before, that was thrown out.b 
the Public Works Commitiec, upon whic 
there happened to be a majority of unofficial 
members—and let them not forget that. He did 
not want to say that the unofficial members ought 
to have’ passed the refuse-destructor, but what 
be said was that.many of the Sanitary Laws of 
this Colony which were not as goad as they 
ought to be, and which they blamed the Govern- 
ment for—let the blaine be put on the right 
shoulders ‘and, let the community; which did 
not take sufficient interest in the miatler, and'let | 
the representatives ofthe community who voted 
against certain, provisions in those measures, 
and who threw out certain other recommenda. 
tions, take'a share of the blame. Tt was no 
defence atallto say that the. Board had not, 
sent Lo: Government any exhaustive and ‘com: 
prehensive scheme of sanitary, reform because 
they thought the Government would not take 
itup. That was no way of doing’ their duty, 
even though it was true. It was their duty to 
put before the Government what they thought 
was right, and ifthe Government did not choose 
todo it, that had nothing to do with them.; They 
might as well tell him he was not to run a man 
in and prosecute him because the Magistrate 
might not convict him ora jury find him guilty, 
He'did not want to get into any heated discus.’ 
sign, They wete entering on a new year, and 
what he did want to sce was the Board setting 
to work and tacking this question, They had 
not yet touched upon a comprehensive scheme. 
They had spent a Jot of time over details, and he 
thought.they should take up the question’ pro-' 
perly. He did not care w carried out a 
scheme of sanitary improvement jn the’ Colony, 
He did not care whether it.was carried out by a 
Sanitary Board, or a Trust Corporation, or a 
Municipality, or by the Governar, but he wanted 
.1o.cao-comething done..,He- wanted to sec 
some plan formulated for getting (his city Into 
a better state,‘and not only that, but some lan 
upon which the Colony could grow. The Colon 
was not yet in its teens, “It was only acchild, 
and it was "ing {0 grow into a very big man, 
and if it was.allowed to grow. the way it had 
grown, with tivat stupendous want of foresight. 
and forethought which ‘seemed to be the char- 
acteristic of the British race, afl he could say 
was that it would bea very bad thing. At the 
next meeting of the Board he would propase a 
gyesolution that the Board appoint a committee 
to draw up a scheme of Sanitary reform for the 
city of Victoria, Let them begin with the city 
of Victoria, and he thought that in a very few 
sittings they would be able to get ouy a scheme 
which would have something to recommend it, 
and if it was a reasonable scheme, such as 
recommended itself to reaconable men,,he ven.’ 
tured to think that there was no man in the 
whole Colony who would take it up with greater 
pleasure and zest than His Excellency the 
Governor, and he was ‘quite sure the officials 
who satin high places would take it up with, 
zest also. eA . 
"Dr. Bell said he did not think the Board had 
any right to make conditions with the Govern-. 
ment. If they were keen on sanitation as, 
members of a Sanitary Board it was their busi- 
ness to lay down their requests, and go on 
‘working, but to say to the Government “We 
will give you no advice, and-do nothing for 
the sanitation of the Colony unless you bind 
yourselves‘to do what we want” was, he 
thought, bad policy. ‘Therefore he proposed 
voting against the motion. : 
"Dr, Clark said he thought every member of 
the Board was in-nccord with bim in wishing 
for the sanitary improvement. of .the Colony, 
and especially of the city,’ At the same time 
the point was not what they had done during 
the past 12 months, but’whether they had laid 
hefore. the Government sufficient ‘schemes to 
come, or whether they were at present in a 
position ‘to undertake’ some further large 
scheme, He would just recapitulate a few of 
the. things which had been laid, before the 
Government. For the past five or six years 
the Beard had been “urging the necessity for 
atrines and public urinals, and yet it 
was only during the last nine montlis that any 
attempt ‘had been .made¢ to provide additional 
latrines and public urinals, The public urinals 
in:the city, were four in-number, cack capable 
of holding one person at atime. They were 
totally unfit for Europeans io enter, nnd they’ 
could ‘hardly consider that the question. of 
public inhale had yet been touched. For the. 
past two years the Board had been urging upon 
the Government the necessity for a, refuse

sense he wasright, His Excellency the Go. 
.vernor had taken h personal intgrest in these 
matters, much more so thanmny of his. prede- 
cessors that he knew of. THe had put forth the 
schemes and the proposals which the Sanitary 
Board had made and they were now assuming 
atangible dorm, He was sure the Colony was 
grateful (o' His Excellency for what he had 
done, But they wanted more when their re- 
commendations were rejected, they wanted to 
know why they were rejected, ind not a mere 
“Yes” of “No? They wanted the public of 
the Colony to know the reason. No one would 
cavil at that. But when’ the Board asked for 
things and they got the answer “ No,” that was 
not Satisfactory.” : . 

"The President said he could not support’ 
the motion because it seemed to imply A want 
confidence in the Governor, who took an 
extreme interest‘ in sanitary work. * Ordinance 
34° of 1899 was effecting a vast improvement 
in the Colony, in the concreting, draining, and 
lighting of back lanes, opening out backyards, 
and in various other ways. .He thought the 
Government had also gone ahead in building 
latrines and in providing more watcr, Perhaps. 
he was optimistic with regard to Hongkong, 
but it seemed to bins that they were: living.in 
a city which certainly was not notorious for its 
death-rate and for the amount of serious dis-, 

jease, with the exception of the plague which 
was a still a mystery to cveryone, With regard 
to the proposed European reservation at Kow- 
loon, he Rad not the slightest hesitation in, 
saying’ it was impracticable. . At the time It) 
was first put forward he estimated that’ the 
Government would have to -pay $500,000 to 
compensate'the land-owners in order to carry 
it out, and he thought the sum had been more

This is very 
satisfactory, but if you walk round the places 
named commencing from Elgin Road you will 
find that the sidewalks are used for every other 
purpose than that for which they were jntended.

AN INDICTMENT. 
: MISSIONARIES, 
BY A 


Awriterin the Tung Wen Au Pao makes 
a vbry ‘bitter attack poo ‘missionaries «and 
their methods, He prefaces his argurpents 
with the remark that ‘ever since the: Ming 
Dynasty, tens of thousands of people have been 
engaged in the propagation of Christianity in 
China, and milions of money have been spent 
jn the same enterprise, As‘a result, we ore 
-told, there is a considerable showing of con- | 
-yerts, but foy every: one who has accepted the 
~ doctrine there may be found a thousand who 
violently oppose it. The writer also. claims 
_that the adherents of the new religion are 
almost invariably either people with an insuffi-- 
cent supply of food and clothing, or stupid and 
tnidstructed women and children; while the 
self-respecting Chinese scholar, can hardly 
endure 1 reference to it without expressing his 
scorn. ; . ; a 
Then proceeding on the assumption, (which 
all know is not a perfectly true one,) that other 
imported religions, such as Ruddttist and 
Mohammedan, have flourished for centuries in 
China without persecution, he goes on to en- 
quire ‘why Christianity alone should thus pro- 
voke the bitter wrath of the Chinese people, 
and answers his own question with the usual 
stock arguments, In the first place he tells us 
that the, missionaries thrust. their religious 
opinions ‘into notice in an offensive manner 
‘never assumed by the devotees of other re- 
ligions. ‘They bring their sacred books with 
them to all places where people are accustomed 
to congregate, and talk until their auditors are 
weary. If any ons ventures to talk back in 
‘terms of ridicule they bring accusations against 
“the focal qificials for frilure to protect. them, 
Should the affair he alittle more serious they 
call for military aid. ‘Thus there naturally 
springs up a lasting enmity between tfe niis- 
sionaries and the people. 
Another contraat drawn between Christianity 
and other religions in China, is that these 
* others do not interfere to,any great extent with 
established Chinese customs, whereas Chris- 
tianily makes direct attacks upon the institution 
dearest: of all tothe Chinese heart, that of 
ancestral worship, teaching that God alone is 
worthy of service and that reverence to ances~ 
tors ig.asin. The common charge of interfer- 
* ing in law suits ‘between the church adherents 
‘and their neighbours is of course preferred, and 
in-this connaction we are told that more than one 
half of the anti-Christian disturbances are the 
direct result of the purchuse of land by the mis- 
sionaries, the natives always refusing to believe 
that they are acting from disinterested motives. 
It is difficult, too, for the Chinesé to compre- 
hend the reason for the extensive and indis- 
criminate charities of ‘the missiong, and the 
orphanages and hospitals founded and support- 
ed by foreign money necessarily excite distrust, 
(altruism pure and simple beitg naturally a 
mystery to the Chinese mind). 
The writer concludes with the observation 
that he has had no time to examine into the 


details of faith and practice of the Christians |.
